Any time, day or night, they're on call

They come from all walks of life 
and backgrounds and can typically be 
identified by. the snazzy light bars that 
adorn their personal vehicles and the 
radios that they wear on their hips. 
They typically make hasty exits from 
family functions or their houses in the 
middle of the night. But then that’s 
all part of the job when you are a 
member of a volunteer fire depart- 
ment like the one in East Jordan. 

Indeed, probably every 
firefighter on the staff can recall nu- 
merous occasions when they were 
called away during holiday gather- 
ings, family functions, sporting 
events and in the dead of the night. 

And they do it (mostly) without 
getting paid a dime. The only thing 
that the firefighters are compensated 
for is the time they spend out on runs 
which is a very small percentage of 
the time they devote to the depart- 
ment. 

Just to become a firefighter each 
member of the department had to 


earn their Firefighter I certification — 


from the State of Michigan. Cur- 
rently, certification requires 176 
hours of instruction and passing both 
a written and a physical agility and 
fire department skills test. But the 
classes and training don’t stop there. 


- The firefighters are actually in con- 


stant training both through continu- 
ing State of Michigan classes and 
during the department’s regular 
twice-monthly meetings. 

In the winter, they may work on 


ice rescues, in the spring brush fire. 


containment. Sometimes new equip- 
ment or techniques are developed and 
have to be implemented and-mastered 

Additional classes and certifica- 
tion is also required to become chief, 
assistant chief, captian or lieutenant 
— and, of course, more time is re- 
quired. —

training. 

The department is believed to be 
in its 94th year. An article appearing 
in the Feb. 28, 1903 Charlevoix 
County Herald made mention of East 
Jordan having fire fighting equip- 
ment but no place to keep it nor any 
firemen to use it. Another article ap- 
pearing on Oct. 17 of that year refer- 
enced a recent board of trade meet- 
ing at which the formation of a hose 
company was discussed. Apparently 
the insurance commissioner had told 
the board that unless a fire depart- 
ment were organized, insurance rates 
would significantly increase. 

‘So, a meeting was called and 
Hose Company. No. 1 was formed. 


‘Elected officers included C. Louis 


Otto, Chief; W. Asa Loveday, Fore- 


man; J. Ernest Converse, President; 
J. Harvey Milford, Vice-president; 
LeRoy M. Gage, Secretary; and Ira 
D. Bartlett, Treasurer. 

Fire fighting has come a long 
way since the days of a horse-drawn 
wagon with some hoses and a tank 
of water. Today’s EJFD uses self con- 
tained breathing units, fire suppress- 
ing chemicals in the water and aver- 
ages about 90 runs per year. 

Although occasionally curious 
people will follow the fire trucks to 
fire scenes and can get in the way, 


Postmus said that most people are 


good staying out of the way so that 
they can do:their job. : 
“Usually the only time we have 
a problem with that is when drivers 
don’t hear or see us,” he said. “Usu- 


ally it’s when someone has the win- 
dows rolled up and the radio on re- 
ally loud.” 

One of the bigger problems that 
the department has at fire scenes is 
people driving overfire hoses that are 
laid across a street. 

“Tt ruins the hoses and it is actu- 
ally against the law — which most 
people don’t know,” Thorman said. 
Through law enforcement agencies, 
fire departments can actually have 
drivers who drive over. department 
hoses fined for up to the cost of re- 
placing a section of hose. A 100-foot 
section of four-inch fire hose costs 
about $450 to replace. 

The fire department: is called 
upon for more than just putting out 
fires. The department responds to 


motor vehicle accidents, gas leaks, 
downed electrical lines, water/ice 
rescues, search and rescue opera- 
tions, hazardous materials spills and 
serve as tornado spotters, among 
other things. 

Probably the most unusual call 
that Thorman or Postmus can remem- 
ber was a call to rescue someone’s 


_ pet iguana that had gotten loose and 


climbed a tree. : 

The department also works in 
the community on a pro-active ba- 
sis. In the past members have visited 
area schools to give fire safety dem- 
onstrations. “It’s important to teach 
kids at a young age about fire safety, 
how to prevent fires, the importance 
of smoke detectors and what to do in 
case of a fire,” Thorman said. 


“Another thing we try to stress 
to people is that most smoke detec- 
tors lose their reliability after 10 
years,” Postmus said. 

With all this in mind, why then 
would these 17 men be willing to 
make the sacrifices, devote their hard 
work, time and talents, not to men- 
tion sometimes risk their lives on a 
volunteer basis? 

“It’s the flashing lights, sirens, 
and big red fire trucks, of course,” 
Thorman joked. 

All joking aside, both Thorman 
and Postmus said that the main rea- 
son most of the firefighters are a part 
of the department and are willing to 
make such sacrifices is the desire to 
serve the community 

“It’s our way of giving back to 
the community,” Thorman said. “Ev- 
eryone likes to be a part of something 
and there is a real sense of camara- 
derie among the guys.” 


Recently, the East Jordan Fire 


Department Association was formed. - 


The mission of the association is to 
support the fire department. Just last 
week the city commission approved 
the lease of a new pumper/aerial 
truck for the department. The city 
expects to take delivery of the new 
truck about a year from now. In its 
current inventory, the department has 
two pumper trucks, a rescue squad, a 
brush fire/water point truck and two 
tanker trucks. The newest of these is 
the 1986 rescue squad. Just last fall, 
the department took delivery of a 


snowmobile that was used on several . 


rescues throughout the winter.

TO THE EDITOR: 


Last week’s letter to the editor about the Boyne 
City sixth grade picnic painted a classic and instructive 
picture, reminiscent of one by the Flemish painter 
Brueghel, also of a picnic. It was filled with ugly chil- 
dren doing ugly things. 


The painter, like many artistic people, included 


herself in several spots as police person, social critic, 
investigative reporter — judge. 

Like all paintings, this one shows what the artist 
saw and is subject to the artist’s interpretation. But 
sometimes the viewer sees the subject in a different way. 
Take, for instarice, the special student whom the artist 
saw as a victim. The artist shows him in three settings: 
arguing with a name-caller, clumsily putting his mouth 
on the drinking fountain, accidentally touching the leg 
of a teasing gir). Is it possible to see._him coping with a 
hostile world, using the different quality of his intelli- 
gence, “clumsily” and “accidentally” to produce ex- 
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pected results? 

Like all paintings, this one shows what the artist 
selected out df all the possibilities involving children 
and events. There is no portrayal of children appropri- 
ately dressed (or overdressed in too-formal clothes). 
There are no children playing normally, cooperating 
with each other happily, dancing, singing. (In the old 
days it was, “No more pencils, no more books, no more 
teachers’ dirty looks.” Did we deserve the dirty looks 
~~ and the rulers across the open palms and the rubber 
hose to the legs? Were we, as our children and grand- 
children suspect, as unruly as some of them are?) The 
children in the painting are ugly children doing ugly 
things. Among those missing is the artist’s child. 

The children in the picture are our children. Since 
they are not clearly portrayed so as to be easily recog- 
nized we wonder, was that my child, my grandchild 
doing these ugly things or showing off his/her beauti- 


’ ful underwear? Did he/she learn these ugly things, this 


disrespect for rules, this meanness from me? Have I

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DEMOLITION SET TO BEGIN NEXT WEEK 


Old gym's days are numbered 


The Boyne City School Board 
held a special meeting last Wednes- 
day night to address several issues. 

¢ School superintendent Bob 
Nakoneczny presented the proposed 
plan for site development at the 
middle school to take place once 
demolition of the old gym is com- 
plete. 

The development is broken 
down into two categories, city prop- 
erty improvements and school prop- 
erty improvements. 

The city property portion will 
include replacing the existing curb- 
ing and sidewalks, repairing the ex- 
isting asphalt and topsoil, seed and 
mulch between the curb and side- 
walk. 

The total cost of that portion of 
the project is estimated at $38,000. 
Comstock will pay 10 percent, 
($3,800) of that amount. The city will 
pay 35 percent ($13,300). The school 
district would be responsible for the 
remaining $20,900. 

The estimated cost of site devel- 
opment on school property is 
$79,500, which brings the total esti- 


mated price tag for the school's por- 
tion of the site development project 
to $100,400. 

Site development on school 
property would include landscaping, 
fencing, irrigation, drainage, side- 
walks, and three lighted asphalt bas- 
ketball courts. 

The basketball courts would be 
located where the old gym is pres- 
ently. A volleyball court, tether ball 
court and swingset would be placed 
on a sand base at the corner of Pine 
and East streets. 

The board gave approval for 
Nakoneczny to put together a bid 
package for the work. 

Nakoneczny reported that the 
asbestos abatement currently under- 
way at the old middle school gym 
should be completed soon and demo- 
lition of the gym is scheduled to be- 
gin on July 7. Demolition is expected 
to take about two weeks to complete. 

The site development work 
comes on the heels of the nearly com- 
pleted $2.3 million addition of anew 
cafeteria and gym. That project was 


supported by a bond proposal passed 
by district voters in December of 
1995S. 

* The board approved hiring 
Steven Beyer as the district's new At- 
Risk Coordinator/Athletic Director/ 
High School At-Risk Advisor. Beyer, 
who is originally from Traverse City, 
will come to Boyne City from 
Chelsea Public Schools where he was 
assistant principal at Beach Middle 
School which serves 700 students 
grades 6-8. Beyer’s salary will be 
$48,624 per year. 

Board member Cathy Allen, 
who served on the personnel commit- 
tee, said, “There were a lot of good 
candidates but he was the only ane 
who had experience in both the at risk 
and athletic areas.” 

The board also approved the hir- 
ing of Kirk Kujawski as the district’s 
new Auxiliary Services Director/Ath- 
letic Director Assistant/Grounds 
Maintenance Supervisor. Kujawski’s 
salary will be $32,128 per year. The 
board also approved the hiring of two 
middle school special education

35.413 Sec. 13 PETS IN PARKS. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation owning or 
possessing or having charge of any dog or pet to bring such dog or pet 
or allow the dog or pet to be present in any City public park unless the 
dog or pet is under the immediate control of a responsible person. The 
owner or person having charge of the pet shall clean up after their pet 
and dispose of feces in an appropriate manner. Dogs and other pets 
are not allowed in park buildings or shelters, insida the playing fence on 
any public bail field, or at any public swimming beaches. 

Dogs and other pets, except those who are a part of the events or 
exhibitions are not permitted in the cited public park on the days or 
evenings when all special events and festivais are held, such as: Me- 
morial Day Services; Fourth of July (Old City, and Veteran's Memorial 
Parks); Antique Auto Show (Sunset and Veteran's Memorial Parks); 
Muscle Car Show (Veteran's Memorial Park); Red Fox Regatta (Veteran's 
Memorial Park); Evenings at the Gazebo; Fall Harvest Festival (Veteran's 
Memorial Park); and Morel Mushroom Festival (Veteran’s Memorial 
Park). The City Manager may authorize the ban of dogs and other pets 
from additional events or from other parks by prior written order. The 
City Manager may authorize exemptions by written order in special cases 
for unique circumstances.

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The Beacon Beckons 


New Boyne City marina facility is complete and drawing attention to its lighthouse 


Not many are built any more. As 
a matter fact there hasn’t been a 
lighthouse built in 100 years, 
according to Boyne City marina 
harbormaster Bob McCullough. 

But now, Boyne City has one. 

The lighthouse is one of the main 
features of the new marina facility on 
the city’s lakeshore in Veteran’s Park 
which officially opened last week. 

‘ And even though the lighthouse 
currently has a low density light, it 
has already been useful to a few 
boaters on Lake Charlevoix who used 
the light to guide to them Boyne City 
through the fog. 

The lighthouse is not a Coast 
Guard approved navigational light, 
but McCullough said a brighter prism 
light will be installed when one is 
located which should be a great aid 
to boaters. 

Whether you are on the lake or 
shore, the lighthouse is a beautiful 
new landmark for Boyne City. 

Construction of the new marina 
facility began last August and Floyd 
and Todd Wright Builders served as 
construction manager for the project. 

The building has men’s and 
women’s rest rooms and four family 
showers. The covered fore deck 
serves as a picnic and social area for 
boaters. 

The harbormaster’s office is at 
the base of the lighthouse. 


The estimated cost of the facility 
is $168,000. The city received a 
$63,000 matching grant from the 
Department of Natural Resources 
Parks and Recreation Division. 
Money for the city’s match came 
from marina revenues. No money 
from the city’s general fund was used 
for the project. 

Before construction of the new 
facility, boaters used rest rooms and 
showers in the Veteran’s Park 
pavilion. Those rest rooms and 
showers will be renovated in the 
future and open to all park users. 

In submitting the grant request 
to the DNR, the city said the marina 
has tripled in size since the original 
rest rooms were constructed in 
Veterans Park, but the rest room and 
shower facilities had not been 
expanded. 

McCullough has used the week 
before the 4th of July as a 
“shakedown cruise” and to apply 
some finishing touches. He was 
assisted by members of the Boyne 
Valley Garden Club who planted 
flowers around the facility. 

Working with McCullough at 
the marina this summer are Dave 
Simmons, Nancy McCullough and 
Dawn Archambault. 

A dedication ceremony of the 
new facility is planned sometime 
after the July 4th holiday.

The main reason 
for all seasons 


hen you think about 
the theme for this 
year’s 4th of July 


parade, “Boyne — A Reason For 
All Seasons,” one man’s name 
comes to mind: Everett Kircher. 

While there are several 
reasons why Boyne has become 
a place for all seasons, none 
have been more important than 
Mr. Kircher, founder of Boyne 
USA. 

To honor Mr. Kircher, his 
wife Lois, and their children 
John, Stevé and Amy, the 4th of 
July Committee has chosen 

‘them Grand Marshals of this 
year’s parade. 

In an interview last July, 
Mr. Kircher, who will turn 81 on 
July 15, talked about Boyne 
USA and a whole lot more. 

The keys to success for Mr. 
Kircher are simple. 

“Be honest,” he said. 
“Honesty is one quality that will 
bring you success, Other people 
will be believers in you. Tell the 
truth even when it hurts. The 
world doesn't want to help a 
dishonest person. 

“The road to success 1s 
paved by truthful people. 
Someone will recognize your 
honesty and give you some 
help.” 

Success also requires 
aggressiveness and “you can’t 
be a negative person. You 
always have to look at the 
positive side.” 


Another rule: “Always pay 
your bills, which is all part of 
honesty.” 


These rules, he said, are not 
only good for business, but 
“your family life as well.” 

And who were the people 
who reached out to help him? 

“My mother and father were 
my guiding light,” Mr. Kircher 
said. “They were with me every 
step of the way.” 

Mr. Kircher’s father was a 
mechanic in St. Louis making 
$12 a week. He heard Henry 
Ford was paying twice that in 
wages, So he moved his family 
to Detroit. Later his father 
worked for a trucking company 
that went out of business. He

started fixing trucks in the 
family’s backyard, and even 
though it was during the De- 
pression, “I never knew it,” Mr. 
Kircher said. “I never knew we 
were poor.” His father, he said, 
provided everything the family 
needed. 

And his parents were able to 
loan him $5,000 to get him 
started in the ski business. The 
$5,000 has grown into millions. 

“My father never borrowed 
money,” Mr. Kircher said. “Both 
my parents told me only to 
spend what you have, don’t go 
any farther. 

“T lived by that code for 
many years. That was the best 
advice I had. We learned to 
crawl before we walked.” 

Chuck Moll, who died in 
1994, was also important in the 
success of Boyne. “Chuck was 
with me for 40 years,” Mr. 
Kircher said. “He was my right 
hand. He was the detail person, 
I was the dreamer. It was a 
perfect match.” 

Over the past few years, Mr. 
Kircher said he’s been practic- 
ing retirement and slowly letting 
go of the reigns. “I keep my 
hand in it and I keep my hands 


‘on the purse strings as they try 


to pull them away. 

“As they learn, I let them do 
things on their own.” 

One wedge with his chil- 
dren, he said, “is the fact 'm 


their boss. That’s why I have to 
practice retirement. It requires a 
lot of practice — when do you 
step in and not step in. That’s 
difficult. I’m about halfway 
there.” 

While he admits he’s a 
“hard boss,’ Mr. Kircher feels 
he has received an unfair 
reputation. “I have a reputation 
for being hard to talk to,” he 
said. “I don’t know where that 
comes from.” 

Part of it comes with the 
territory. Ski resort operators, no 
matter where they live in the 
country, he said, suffer the same 
reputation. 

“Tm Mr. Boyne,” he said, 
and no matter what happens 
within the company he gets the 
blame. 

Overall, though, he feels 
that he has “enjoyed a good 
relationship all these years with 
the community.” 

Boyne USA is virtually all 
the work of one man, Everett 
Kircher. After starting Boyne 
Mountain in 1948 he called his 
operation Boyne Country. Then, 
after the 1976 acquisition of Big 
Sky, just north of Yellowstone 
National Park, he renamed it 
Boyne USA. The company also 
owns Boyne Highlands at 
Harbor Springs, Brighton (Utah) 
Ski Bowl, a lift at Gatlinburg,

Tenn., and golf courses in 
Michigan and Florida. It also 
recently purchased Crystal 
Mountain in Washington, 
located about two hours from 
Seattle. 

“Tt all started on a small hill 
near Rochester, Mich., where 
Everett Kircher’s mother took 
him to ski when he was 10 or 11 
years old,” Jack Berry of the 
Detroit News wrote in lengthy 
article about Mr. Kircher in 
1983. 


“T slid down those hills till 
the bottoms wore off,” Mr. 
Kircher told Berry. “I don’t 
know what possessed me to do 
it. There must be some urge to 
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ski down a mountain or hil! 
that’s inherent in man. Every 
time I saw snow, I got all 
excited. I wanted to slide down 
everything — a garage roof, a 
sidewalk, a driveway.” 

That love of skiing eventu- 
ally led Mr. Kircher to northern 
Michigan where he opened 
Boyne Mountain in 1948. The 
early years were lean, but 
success Came when he built a 
chair lift in Gatlinburg, Tenn., in 
the Great Smoky Mountains. 

At the time, Boyne Moun- 
tain wasn’t making money, but 
Gatlinburg was an immediate 
success and profits from there 
were used “to feed Boyne” in 
the early days. 

And the rest, as they say, is 
history.
